TRE CRU ROH AND STATE. 
It is an encouraging sign c f the times 
that many laymen in the Oatholia church 
do not agr*e with the protest of the 
three Catholic bishops against the Ben­ 
nett law. An American Catholic, or any 
other Catholic, who has the progressive 
spirit shoat bim, does not object to the 
(pint of the law. He oan’t reasonably 
object to it without in effect saying that 
he is opposed to the public school sys­ 
tem of the United States, and this he is 
not willing to do. 
Ode day last week a number of Cath­ 
olic business and professional men were 
interviewed on the bishops’ protest, and 
among them weie the following who have 
repel ti na not confine! to the county 
or tho • lty of Milwaukee. 
Ex-jfayor Black, a German: “The 
Catholics will not obey the Bishop’s ad­ 
vice. This is a free country and we 
aball vote as we pl asse. We did not 
come to this country to have Bishops or 
Popes dictate or advice us how we ahall 
vote. 
Assemblyman Keogh: “Ido not think 
the I'ish and ct aer English'Speaking 
Catholics are interested id the Bn hop’s 
pronunciamento.” 
Ex-Secretary of State DoyIe: “Those 
who are strongly in favor of the law, 
whether Catholics or not, will continue 
to suppoit it.” 
Register in Probate Donnell?: “ The 
recommendations of any action purely 
pc liticel by the church authorities ia so 
unprecedented that it is impossible to 
estimate jest what influence it will have.” 
Jeremiah Quill: “ I consider it in no 
sense binding upon the Catholics of the 
state, ano no itclugent Catholic will feel 
bound by it, I regret that suoh a docu­ 
ment has been issued.” 
J - Fitzgerald: “I question whether 
the Catholics of the state generally will 
take the advice of the bishops in political 
matters.” 
The German Catholics go farther in 
protesting against the law than do the 
Irish Catholics or the Lutherans. There 
are thousands of the latter who will be 
satisfied with the law when it is amend­ 
ed so that the “district” feature of it is 
modified. Iu regard to the compulsory 
teaching cf English twelve weeks in a 
year, very many Lutherans do not raise 
objections, providing, only, that they 
have an opportunity to obtain the En­ 
glish instruction when they see fit. But 
with the german Catholic bishops it is 
otherwise. 
The gist cf the law is 
this:

to ohuroh schools, nor does it say what 
the ohnroh schools shall or shall not 
teach. It simply says that children aball, 
for a specified time in each year, reoeive 
instruction in reading, writing, arithme­ 
tic, and United States history, in the 
English language.” 
Take on! the word ‘ English,” and the 
German bishops might soften their op­ 
position to tie Bennett law, but the very 
word seems offensive to them, and there­ 
fore they do not support any compulsory 
teaching of the language. The law is a 
very liberal one, as ell our Catholic 
friends will note, “/or if the parochial 
aohocls furnish this English instruction 
the law does not touch them; and if they 
do not furnish this instruction it does 
not touoh them.” But the law docs one 
thing whieh is wise indeed, “it does in­ 
terfere with the pow ar of the bishops to 
prevent children from attending other 
aobools than 
those controlled by the 
ohurch, unless the bishops tohooee, of 
their own volition, to Introduce in the 
parochial schools the branches of secular 
instruction which are preset i bed in the 
law.” 
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LE T THE LA W STAND. 
In advocating a system which would 
avoid the c o l t raste of * access and failure 
in spot1*, bol wbiob tnroogh the principle 
of looal option and high license would at­ 
tain the greatest practicable degree of 
prohibition and restraint in every part 
of a state, the Tribune claims to be a 
better temperance paper than those 
Wbioh contend for an lnfl-xibte prohibi­ 
tory code, which all experience in Iowa 
shows aill prove inoperative wherever 
public sentiment is against it. 
Unquestionably prohibition must have 
greatly diminished id temperance and its 
attendant evils in the seventy odd coun­ 
ties in Iowa where the public senti­ 
ment bas oaused the L« to be enforced, 
but the Tribune would caution its Iowa 
readers not to put too much stress on 
the statistical returns of oriole as proving 
the exaot degree of benefit achieved from 
this sole oause 
Crime has greatly de­ 
creased io Iowa under prohibition, ca it 
hen also in (be same years in adjoining 
states, aud notably in Minnesota ana 
N-bruke, under high license.—Chicago 
Tribune. 
The Chicago Tribune is engaged ia the 
effort to work up a sentiment in Iowa 
•gainst the present prohibition law. Be­ 
cause in some counties the law is a nul- 
ily on account of the defiant attitude cf 
the saloons and the moral oowsrdioe of 
the anthol iller, there are some who want 
the law repealed and a high license 
adopted. But if (he liquor iLfiuenoe 
▼ill not pay decent attention to laws 
prohibitory it will not regard a high li­ 
cense law 
with the necessary 
re­ 
strictions 
accompanying 
it.

done much to 
lessen crime in that state. It baa made 
a wonderful decrease in drunkenness 
l l has cleaned out all the groggeries in 
the rare I towns of the state. It baa im­ 
planted a temperance sentiment in the 
•Ute that is doing efficient work. The 
law may not be doing sufficient work, 
but no law can or will do perfect work no 
matter what the nature of it may ne 
Any person 
of oommou observation 
or ordinary intelligence will admit that 
there will be less drunkenness and fewer 
orimea in a prohibitory state than in a 
■Ute where low or even high license ex­ 
ists. And aa the object of temperance 
legislation ii to either lessen or wipe out 
entirely dtink and i‘s attendant onmee 
and othar misfortunes, it would be folly 
to repeal a law which is tbs moat effec­ 
tive in doing this work.

Blue fish have been caught in liberal 
quantities off Long Island for the last 
few days, which i9 hundreds of miles 
farther north than they are generally 
found this time of the year. 
The experiment of feeding the young 
salmon fry and keeping them in confine­ 
ment until large enough to take care of 
themselves, that is now being carried on 
at the United States salmon breeding 
establishment at Orland, Me., under the 
charge of Charles G. Atkins, is proving 
I success. 
The destruction of game in Europe 
joes on apace. The Due de Chartres, 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria, the Princes 
Philip and Augustus of Saxe Coburg- 
Kohary, Lord de Grey, and 
Count 
Karolyi have killed in Bohemia during 
the last month 14,356 partridges, 6,818 
hares, 3,493 pheasants, 31 roebucks, and 
800 head of miscellaneous game. 
“Competent authority,’’says the Troy 
Press, “estimates that in five years tho 
number of deer in the Adirondacks has 
doubled. This result has been brought 
about by the vigilance of tho State game 
protectors and the efforts of sportsmen’9 
clubs in that region. The strict en­ 
forcement of the game laws will soon 
make the Adirondacks a paradise for the 
hunter, and we are glad to note an in­ 
creasing purpose on the part of the au­ 
thorities during the la9t few years to 
prevent and punish lawlessness.’’

Startling Tragedy Enacted in the City ol

W ashington, March 17.— An atrocious 
murder was perpetrated last night. 
Mary Harding for several years lived 
with Alfred Riggs and wa9 regarded as 
his wife. Riggs is one of the toughest 
characters In Washington. While the 
woman was alone last night Riggs was 
seen to enter the house and make his 
way to her room. 
Precisely what followed will probably 
never be known. Screams of “Mur­ 
der!” “Police!” soon came from the 
room and attracted the attention of the 
neighbors. A tenant on the lower floor, 
Warren Johnson, rushed up-stairs, and, 
throwing his weight against the door, 
burst it open. 
As he entered Riggs 
held the woman by the throat on ’he 
floor, while with his disengaged hand he 
was thrusting a knife into every portion 
of her body with the frenzy of a mad­ 
man. 
Johnson rushed at the assassin and 
hurled him into a corner, from which he 
soon arose and made for the peace­ 
maker, apparently with the intention of 
killing him. 
He slashed and stabbed 
him several times, and would no doubt 
have killed him, but tho approach of 
Others on the stairway brought him to 
his senses. He jumped from the window 
and escaped. 
The woman was cut in as many as 
twenty-two places and died soon after­ 
ward. Johnson received four very bad 
cuts, one extending four inches up the 
back, two on the left arm, and one 
through tho palm of tho hand. The 
murderer has not been captured.

Brooklyn, N. Y., March 17.—Tho 
following sermon was 
preached by 
Dr. Talmage in the Brooklyn Acad­ 
emy of Music on Sunday morning, 
March IG. 
After expounding a chap­ 
ter describing Absalom’s carriage to­ 
ward his father, David, and the sing­ 
ing of an appropriate hymn, Dr. Tal­ 
mage announced as his text the words, 
"A foolish son is the heaviness of his 
mother. ”—Prov. x, I. 
He said: 
All parents want their children to 
turn out well. 
However poorly father 
and mother may have done themselves, 
they want their sons and daughters to 
do splendidly. 
Up to forty years of 
age parents may have ambitions for 
themselves, after thai, their chief am­ 
bitions are for their children, and the 
best earthly staff a father has to lean 
on is a good son, and the strongest 
arm a mother has to help her down 
the steep of years is a grateful child. 
But it is not a rare thing to find peo­ 
ple unfilial, and often the parents are 
themselves to blame. 
Aged persons 
sometimes become querulous and snap­ 
py, and the children have their bands 
full with the old folks. 
Because people are old they have no 
right to be either ungentlemanly or 
uncanny. 
There ate old people so 
disagreeable that they have nearly 
broken up some homes. 
The young 
married mail with whom the aged one 
lives stands it because he has been 
used to it all his life, but the young 
wife, coming in from another house­ 
hold, can hardly endure it, and some­ 
times almost cries her eyes out. 
And 
when little children gather in the 
house they arc afraid of the venerable 
patriarch, who has forgotten that he 
was ever a child himself and cannot 
understand why children should ever 
want to play “hide and seek,” or roll 
hoop, or fly kite, and he becomes im­ 
patient at the sound from the nursery, 
and shouts with an expenditure of 
voice that keeps him coughing fifteen 
minutes afterwards, “Boys! stop that 
racket!” as though any boy that ever 
amounted to anything in the world did 
not begin by making a racket! 
Indeed, there are children who owe 
nothing to their parents, for those 
parents have been profligates. 
While 
children must always be dutiful, I 
sympathize with all young people who 
have disagreeable or unprincipled old 
folks around the house. 
Some of U9, 
drawing out of our memories, know 
that it is possible, after sixty, or sev­ 
enty, or eighty, or ninety years of 
age, for the old to be kind and genial; 
and tho grandest adornment of a home 
is an aged father and an aged mother. 
if the process of years has mellowed 
them. 
Besides that, if your old parents are 
hard to get along with now, you must 
remember there was a time when they 
had hard work to get along with you. 
\\ ben you were about five, or seven, 
or ton. or twelve years of age what a 
timo they had with you! If they had 
kept a written account of your early 
pranks and misdoings, it would make 
a whole volume. 
To got you through 
your first fifteen years with your life 
and yo ur good morals was a fearful 
draft upon parental fidelity and endur­ 
ance.

Indeed, it may be that much of this 
present physical and mental weakness 
in your parents may have been a re­ 
sult of your early waywardness. You 
made such large and sucden drafts 
upon the bank of their patience that 
you broko the bank. 
They were in­ 
jured in being thrown while trying to 
break the colt It is a matter of only 
common honesty that you pay back to 
them some of the long* suffering which 
they paid to you. A father said to his 
son: 
“Surely no father ever had as 
bad a boy as I have.” 
“Yes,” said 
the son. “my grandfather had.” It is 
about the same from generation to 
generation, and parents need to be 
patient with children, and children 
dutiful to their parents. 
Taking it 
for granted that those who hear me 
to-day have had a good parentage, I 
want to urge upon all the young the 
fact that the happiness and longevity 
of parents much depends upon the 
right behavior of their children, and I 
can do this no more effectually than 
by demonstrating the truth of my 
text, “A foolish son is the heaviness 
of his mother.” 
Carrying out the idea of my text, I 
remark that a reckless or dissipated 
son makes a heavy hearted parent be­ 
cause it hurts the family pride. 
It is 
not the given name or the name which 
you received at the christening that is 
injured by your prodigality. You can­ 
not hurt your name of John, or George, 
or Henry, or Mary, or .Frances, or 
Rachel, because there 
have 
been 
thousands of people, good and bad, 
having those names, and you cannot 
improve or depreciate the respectabil­ 
ity of those given names. 
But it is 
your last name, your family name, 
that is at your mercy. AU who bear 
that name are bound, before God and 
man, not to damage its happy signifi­ 
cance. 
You are charged, by all the 
generations of the past and all the 
generations to come, to do your share 
for the protection and the honor and 
the integrity of that name. You have 
no right, my young friend, by a bad 
life to blot the old family Bible con­ 
taining the story of the marriages and 
births and deaths of the years goneby, 
or to cast a blot upon the family Bi­ 
bles whose 
records are yet to be 
opened. 
Look out how you stab the family 
name! It is especially dear to your 
mother. 
She was not born under that 
name. 
She was born under another 
Veil tVin v«aars YvvcaAfi on and she 
came to young womaqjhood, ant die 
saw some one with whom she could 
trust her happiness, neb lite aud her 
immortal destiny; and she took bit i 
name, took it while the orange blossoms 
were filling Hie air with fragrance^ 
took it with joined hands, took it 
while the heavens witnessed. She 
chose it out of all the family names 
since the world stood, chose it for bet­ 
ter or worse, through sickness and 
through health, by cradles and by 
graves. 
Yes, she put off her old family name 
to make the family name you now 
wear, and she has done her part to 
make it an honorable name. How 
heavy a trouble you put upon her 
w hen. by misdeeds, you wrench that 
namo from its high significance! To 
haul it down from your mother’s fore­ 
head and trample it in the dust would 
be criminal. Your father’s name may 
not be a distinguished name, but 
hope it stands for something good. 
It 
may not be famous, like that of Homer, 
the father bf apio poetry, or Izaak 
Walton, the father of angling, or 
Abraham, the father of the faithful, 
but your father hue a pame In a sinai 
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circle al prechill to him an theirs in 
a larger circle. 
Look out how you 
tarnish it! 
Further, the recklessness and dissi­ 
pation of a young man are a cause of 
parental distress at a time when tho ; 
parent Is less able to bear it. 
The 
vicissitudes of life have left their im­ 
pression upon those parents.' The eye 
is not as once, nor the hearing as 
acute, nor the nerves as steady, nor 
the step as strong, and with the tide 
of incoming years comes the weight 
of unfilial behavior. 
You take your 
parents at a great disadvantage, for 
they cannot 9tand as much as they 
once could. 
They have not the elas­ 
ticity of feeling with which once they 
could throw off trouble. 
That shoul­ 
der. now somewhat bent, oannot bear 
as heavy a burden as once It could. At 
the time when the machinery is get­ 
ting worn out you put upon it the most 
terrific strain. 
At sixty and seventy years the vital­ 
ity is not so strong as at thirty or 
forty. 
Surely they are descending the 
down grade of Ute swiftly enough with­ 
out your increasing the momentum. 
They will be gone soon enough with­ 
out your pushing them away. 
Call in 
all the doctors who ever lived since 
Hippocrates raised medicines from a 
superstition to a science, and they 
could not cure the heartbreak of a 
mother over her ruined boy. 
There 
may be, as some suppose, enough 
herbs on earth, if discovered, to cute 
all the ailments of the body; but noth­ 
ing save a leaf from the tree of the 
heavenly Paradise can cure a wound 
made by a foolish son who is the heav­ 
iness of his mother. 
Perhaps it is a good thing that cruel 
treatment by a child abbreviates a 
parent’s life, for what Is there desira­ 
ble in a father’s life or a mother’s life 
if its peace is gone? Do you not think 
death Is beneficent if it stops the moth­ 
er's heart from aching and her eyes 
from weeping, and says: 
“You need 
not bear the excruciation any longer. 
Go and sleep. 
I will put the defense 
of a marble slab between you and that 
boy’s outrages. Go now where the 
wicked cease from troubling and the 
weary are at rest!” At the departure 
of such mothers let the music be an 
anthem instead of a dirge. 
While you 
and I hear no sound, yet there are at 
this moment tens of thousands of pa­ 
rental hearts breaking. All care was 
taken with the boy’s schooling, all 
good counsels given, and the equip­ 
ment for a sober, and earnest, and 
useful life was provided, but it has all 
gone, and the foolish son has become 
the heaviness of his mother. 
Much of the poignancy of the paren­ 
tal grief arises 
from the 
ingrati­ 
tude of such behavior. 
What an un­ 
dertaking it is to conduct a family 
through the ailments and exposure of 
early life! Talk about the skill de­ 
manded of a sea captain commanding 
ships across the ocean!

B r o a d M a r e s . 
In horse breeding, whatever is worth 
doing at all is worth doing well, and 
all success in these daye of competi­ 
tion in that field, depends upon doing 
everything well in connection with the 
subject. 
To have a reasonable expec­ 
tation of success one must hove a good 
mare to begin with. 
If he has not got 
one and cannot command one, he had 
better decide not to breed with the ex­ 
pectation of realizing a profit on the 
first generation. 
Then arises the 
question as to what a good more con­ 
sists of. 
In the first place, she should 
have at least good size, ragged consti­ 
tution, plenty of nervous force coupled 
with good sense, good, true trotting 
action, though net necessarily speedy, 
and be free from those forms of con­ 
stitutional unsoundness that are apt to 
be transmitted. 
I have myself bred 
profitably from mares that were un­ 
dersized, and from others that were 
unsound, but they had other valuable 
offsetting advantages to recommend 
them which are not supposed to exist 
in the cases above given. It is true 
that Dexter was out of a little mare, 
but she had speed and capital breed­ 
ing. 
Many a trotter bas come from 
an unsound mare, but it was other 
qualities than the unsoundness that 
rendered her capable of producing a 
fast colt, and many a brood mare ha9 
defeated her otherwise valuable quali­ 
ties by transmitting an unsoundness 
that destroyed the brightest promise. 
You may chance an unsoundness or a 
want of size if the other available rec­ 
ommendations are sufficiently tempt­ 
ing, but the venture is always attended 
with danger. 


H o r a * S e n s e .. 
Good care lightens the horse’s load. 
With easy, well-fitting harness not 
so many oats are required. 
Exercise is just as necessary to th rift 
in winter as in summer. 
To bring up a worn-down horse, 
give it light work, not idleness. 
It the horse is subject to colic, 
give it a little salt and ashes on it9 
grain once a day and feed more oats 
and less corn. 
It is a mistake to think mares can 
foal good colts when they can no 
longer work. The worn out mare is 
not a profitable brood-mare. 
Don’t fall to put a great deal of well- 
rotted manure on the garden and turn 
it under. 
Remember that the more 
food there i6 within reach of the plant 
the more it will consume and store up 
In its fruit and leaves and stem.

T he P ast W inter th e W arm est in F orty

The three so-called winter months* 
ended were the warmest for forty years, 
and they will furnish cause for reflection 
on the part of the meteorologists for 
Bome time to come. 
Various un­ 
satisfactory theories 
have 
been ad­ 
vanced to account for the unusual baro­ 
metrical pressures, to which are closely 
allied changes of temperature. A con­ 
tinued high baromotor off the coast and 
changes of pressure favorable to| an 
indraught of the heated airs of the gulf 
stream aud warmer latitudes ere now 
held to be the principal causes of the ab­ 
normal weather, wbiatT even the repeti­ 
tion of March blizzard oannot now re­ 
duce to the average cf even ordinarily 
warm winters. 
Judging from the previous records, the 
assumption might be made that warm 
winters ooour every ten yearp, although 
the figures do not qmte o irry this out 
for every decade. Yet 1849-50 was a com­ 
paratively 
warm 
eeasoD, the aver­ 
age being 31 degrees for the three 
months; 
1859 60—waa 
the 
excep­ 
tion, which, it may be said, proves the 
rule, as the year showed weather that 
was below the 40 years’ average, the 
thermometer showing 27.19 
degrees. 
However,|in 1869-70 the records again got 
above the average, with 30.5 degrees. In 
1879 80 the winter, with the exception 
of this season, was the warmest of the 40

Samuel Johnson says poetry ie limited 
in Gospel Hymns, but he did not have 
the melodies cf Weseley and Watts and 
could not,have thought of the Psalms of - 
D avit Their nature limits toe subject! 
of the hymns. There ie no room for 
eettbly ambition and passion. Homer 
could ring of war end Shakespeare leave 
us the beat theatrical plays, but there 
are not the themes of hymns. Holiness 
it the theme. Hymns are of th# highest 
poetical nature, the story of a soul re­ 
turn i ag to God, not mare sentiment. 
Poetry is indefinable only in a relative 
sense. Poetry is music. The preacher 
may tell us to do right and may not have 
done so himeelf; not so with toe poet. 
He tells of the paths he has trodden end 
of the things he bas seen, and has exper­ 
ienced. bo it is with Weselsy’s hymns. 
Real war songs cannot be written io 
times of peace, neither oan a hymn be 
written without religious .experrienoe. A 
poet must understand the voioes around 
him. Weseley was converted before be

Hymns are the essence 
of poetical expression. Weseley cele­

Hardships Undergone by a Rand of Mlnne* 
sots Redskin*. 
D u l u t h, Minn., March 17.—Ansel C. 
Anderson, a resident of Duluth, who has 
returned from a hunting trip, states 
that Saturday ho came across a camp 0* 
twenty-five half-starved Indians about 
twenty-five miles north of the city. The 
camp consisted of six bucks, five squaws 
and fourteen children. 
A picture of more abject misery than 
was presented by the camp and occu­ 
pants Mr. Anderson says it would be 
hard to realize. 
Tho Indians have not 
a cent of money, only about a quarter of 
a small sack of flour, and have been 
compelled to subsist for some time pa*t 
on fish caught in Shillene lake with 
roughly constructed 
fishing-tackle of 
their own mako. 
Saturday just before Mr. Anderson’s 
arrival the Indians had succeeded in 
killing a deer with an old shotgun that 
lookecFready to fall to pieces, and tile 
children were standing around gazing 
at tho dead animal with ravenous eyes. 
Of course this will suffice for Hie im­ 
mediate wants of the Indians, hut Mr. 
Anderson says something must be done 
at once to relieve them from further 
want. 
A settler named Beckman, living 
some 
distance from the camp, told 
Anderson that the Indians had existed 
for days at a time on what was next to 
no food at all.
